as possible leaving th e dead behind. Scarcely 
an Indian w as to be seen and only the sm oke 
of the rifles w here the A paches lay in hiding . 
Such a thing as dislodg ing them was utterly 
im possible w ith so sm all a force. A fter rid­

distance and caring for the 
w ounded, tlje troops and dism ounted ca u­ 
tiously approached the spot w here the attack 
w as m ade. Upon scaling the m ountains not 
an Indian could be found. They had not m u­ 
tilated the bodies, as is the custom , but im ­ 
m ediately after the soldiers re tre a te d the In­ 
dians soug ht th e ir ho rses and took the m ount­ 
ain trail, g oing southw ard tow ard M ex ico.

AVith some slight amendments the 
present charier cau be made to suit the 
changed conditions which have taken place in 
our city since its adoption, and undue haste 
in abandoning it may result very disastrously. 
T h e S t ar is not wedded to the old charter, 
and if, upon careful consideration, it is 
thought advisable to adopt the plan of organ­ 
ization authorized by the constitution, it will 
cheerfully say amen. But until the whole 
subject matter has been carefully considered 
it will oppose the abandonment o f the charter 
under which the city has been well governed 
fa r ten years or more.

A N ew A ssessm ent. 
No w thatfthe co nstitutio nality o f the ex­ 
tensio n o f the city limits has been decided 
■by the 
supreme 
co urt, the 
questio n 
o f 
revenue tc be derived fro m taxatio n, dating 
fro m the next fiscal year, has begun to re­ 
ceive the attentio n o f taxpaying citizens. 
1 lie assessed value o f taxable pro perty fo r the 
year IS85, based upo n the assessment o f the 
previo us year, was $31,078,520. This yielded 
a to tal revenue o f $475,177.80, a snug sum 
m excess o f the revenue o f the previo us 
year. A statement furnished the co uncil by 
*'10 co mptro ller at its last meeting sho wed 
that the appro priatio ns made fo r the vario us 
departments at the beginning o f the present 
ilscal year will be sufficient to maintain them 
until the 
next 
appro priatio ns are made, 
ho me o f the departments will o verrun their 
appro priatio ns, while o thers As'ill no t quite 
exhaust them. Amo ng the fo rmer is the city 
engineers department, which has already 
o verdrawn its appro priatio n by abo ut $2,000. 
J he result o f the co mptro ller’s figures sho ws 
that it has. o r will, co st $421,170.70 to run 
the city during the present fiscal year. Tho 
fact must be kept in mind that o nly o ne per 
cent o f the tax levy go es into the general 
fund fro m 
which 
appro priatio ns fo r tho 
vario us departments are made. 
During tho co ming year.'ho wever, the reve­ 
nue will be much in excess o f that fo r 18sr>. 
This is due partly to new territo ry having 
b°ey taken into the city limits, and in part to 
the fact that a new assessment will be made 
t he first o f next year. The co nstitutio n o f the 
state pro vides that a no w assessment fo r state 
and co unty taxatio n shall be made every two 
years, and the last o ne was made in 1884. 
Assesso r Edwards has been at wo rk upo n the 
new assessment fo r several mo nths, and his 
wo rk has pro gressed ¿ ufiiciently fo r him to 
fo rm a, pretty accurate estimate o f what the 
assessed value o f the pro perty will be for the 
next, fiscal year. The to tal increase o ver that 
o f last year will be abo ut $8,000,000; 
probably 
no t less than that amo unt, and po ssibly a little 
mo re. In speaking o f the pro bable increase 
the assesso r said: 
“ At present I can give yo u o nly appro ximate 
figures, and I will be mo derate in my estimate 
m o rder to avo id the po ssibility o f getting the 
figures to o high. I make assessments o n the 
basis o f 40 jter cent o f the actual cash value 
o f the pro perty, which I believe to bo neither 
to o high no r to o lo w. The assessed value o f 
the pro perty in the territo ry recently taken in­ 
to the city limits will amo unt to abo ut $0,000,- 
000. The new assessm ent will swell the as­ 
sessed value o f the pro perty in the o ld limits 
abo ut >{¡2,000,000. I am quite sure these fig­ 
ures will no t fall sho rt o f the actual amo unt. 
In that event the city will derive a revenue o f 
abo ut $<300,000 next year, pro vided the rate 
o f taxatio n remains the same as it is at 
present.” 
“ Are assessments fo r city taxatio n made 
yearly o r every two years? " 
“ The charter pro vides fo r a yearly assess­ 
ment. but the co nstitutio n co ntains a pro vis­ 
io n which requires the city assessment to l>e 
the same as that made fo r state and co unty 
purpo ses. In reality I make a city assess­ 
ment every year, but it is literally a duplicate 
o f that o f the state and co unty, to which is 
added the impro vements made during the 
year. Fo r instance, tlie last assessment fo r 
state and co unty purpo ses was made in 1*84

T he E vil it H as Cause« ! to Ito th Pro ducer and 
Co nsumer*—A D em and fo r its A bo litio n. 
The revulsion of public sentiment in refer­ 
ence to our protective system, says the Vienna 
Neue Freie Presse, is one of the most remark­ 
able signs of the times. 
This system has 
been adopted by Austria for only a few years, 
but its blighting influence upon many of the 
most important branches of industry has been 
so immediately felt that the situation is not 
exaggerated in stating that it has reached a 
widespread alarm 
among 
our industrial 
classes, and that we are now finding ourselves 
in the midst of an anti-protective panic. 
Protests against the continuance of this re­ 
taliatory commercial policy toward neighbor­ 
ing countries are pouring into the chamber 
from all quarters, and tho longing for recip­ 
rocal treaties is almost universal. 
The man­ 
ufacturers of finished goods complain that 
the prices of the most necessary raw mate­ 
rials have been enormously increased by the 
tariff, and the owners of the leading indus­ 
tries, wliigh aro of the highest importance to 
the empire are charging the protective system 
to be the cause of the prevailing overproduc­ 
tion. 
On the other hand, it is asserted that 
the promises held out by the manufacturers to 
their workingmen, that the increased profits 
which they would realize from the protective 
system would enable them to increase their 
wages, had as a general thing not been ful­ 
filled, and it is now evident that this system, 
from which so much had been expected, has 
proven a failure, and that it is already on the 
verge of falling to pieces. 
This new departure in political economy 
has proven itself a flagrant absurdity, preg­ 
nant with dangers to the industrial « ind com­ 
mercial interests of tho countrj', and what at 
its inception had not been a mystery to the 
unprejudiced is gradually being appreciated 
by all classes of our population, and it will 
not be long ere a return from the perilous path 
will be considered the only remedy for the 
sufferings of an overtaxed people. 
Those 
who have any doubts that we are fast drifting 
into a protective-tariff crisis have only to 
peruse the written opinions of the different 
boards of industry and trade—more especially I $ !L00. 


retail prices are only 
expense of the quality. 
Boumania goods to the 
lions of florins, and tlio loss of this market 
through excessive impost duties would be an 
irreparable loss to our industry. 
A change in 
our tariff policy is absolutely demanded. 
True economic maxims may for a while be 
suppressed, but can never wholly be destroyed 
and correct principles will sooner or later 
assert themselves again. 
The protection 
system has ceased to be a political power in 
Austria, and this fact fills us with the hope 
that the great body of our citizens will soon 
como to the consciousness that the system is 
a fallacy, and that its introduction was a 
sham and deceit for the purpose of robbing 
society of the legitimate fruits of its labors. 
The compromise concluded with former 
chambers resulted in the completo triumph of 
the protectionists. If all signs of to-day do 
not deceive us the next compromise will in­ 
augurate the period of the complete collapse 
of that pernicious system. 


Danger* fo I he P aris Streets. 
The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times writes: A distinguished naval officer 
just returned from Tonquin and Formosa 
having been run over in the street and killed, 
the Telegraphe makes a well-timed protest 
against the dangers besetting pedestrians in 
Paris. In no city, it justly says, is the traffic 
so ill regulated, and it might have added that 
travelers two centuries ago complained of 
furious driving, while English visitors after 
Waterloo were struck by the absence of foot 
pavements, which made tho boulevards the 
only safe thoroughfares for walkers.

submitted to the government. 
When the in­ 
troduction to tho protective system was first 
agitated the Vienna board of trade had fa­ 
vored the adoption of a mild form of protec­ 
tion, but to-day things have undergone a won­ 
derful change, and sentiments are expressed 
which give evidence of a suppressed feeling 
of absolute terror. 
Many manufacturers are 
denouncing the protective-tariff system with 
the general business stagnation and the indus­ 
trial distress under which the people of 
Europe are groaning. 
And the beauty of tho 
situation is that (to use an Americanism) 
“chickens come home to roost.” The struggle 
in favor of 
an 
increase 
upon 
cotton 
yarn, 
for 
instance, 
had 
been 
re­ 
markable 
for 
its 
intensity, 
and 
urers also begin tp object to any more increase 
of duty upon certain qualities of cotton man­ 
ufacture. 
“An increase in the price of these 
yarns,” they say, in a memorial to the cham­ 
ber, “would destroy all hopes of successfully 
competing with the Barmenese manufacturers 
for the trade of the Danuhian states.” 
The 
proposed increase of the duty on pig iron was 
defeated in the chamber on account of the in­ 
jurious effect the increase of the price of pig 
iron would have upon the export trade of 
many articles of iron manufacture. 
The 
manufacturers of umbrella frames complain 
of over-production and protest against, any 
increase of the tariff rates. 
The lead miners 
express the fear that over-production will 
eventually follow an increase of the duty up­ 
on lead, and the manufacturers of bronze and 
brass are apprehensive that the increase of 
the duty on zinc will eventually result in the 
destruction of their trade. 
The manufactu­ 
rers of needles look upon every increase of 
the import duties as exceedingly dangerous to 
the business prospects. 
The proposition of 
the government to have the duties upon fine 
hardw are and cutlery increased was nega­ 
tived by the chambers with the remark that 
such an increase would not only be looked 
upon by neighboring countries as a measure ! 
of retaliation, but would be construed as a j 
direct provocation, which might culminate in 
j 
infinite injury to our export. 
In reference to j 
the 
proposed 
increase 
of 
the 
duties 
upon perfumeries, it is positively asser 
that the excellence of French imports 
t*ause a direct injury, because tho import of 
fancy articles from the country which is the 
center of leading fashions is acting as a strong 
impetus in the trade of almost all articles of 
luxury. 
Such 
arguments 
have not been 
heard for some time in Austria, and they 
stand in direct contradiction to the tariff reco- 
mendationsof the government in which the 
idea seems to predominate that the import of 
any manufactured article is a misfortune in 
itself. 
The protective system is a cheat upon 
many of our industries, and it is as signifi­ 
cant as it is interesting to witness Mr. Isbary, 
the president of the chamber, demonstrating 
the fact that the high duties upon the raw 
material of the silk-dyeing industry has been 
an impediment to its growth. 
It is impossible in the space of an article to 
enumerate all the evidences which show how 
many of the Austrian manufacturers are con- 
m sting over-production with the protection 
system and who are charging that system 
with the ruin of their business. 
We will only 
name a few of them. 
The p^per manufac­ 
turers declare that they do not fear an “inun­ 
dation” of German product into Austria, and 
that consequently they do not want any in­ 
crease of duty upon paper, but that to the 
contrary they would hail with delight the abo­ 
lition ’ of all barriers 
between 
Austria 
and 
Germany 
because 
they say 
the 
country is 
neither 
large 
enough 
not­ 
able to consume all of the home products. 
It 
is now out of question, but that the anti- 
protection sentiment which overproduction 
has created among tho manufacturers of 
paper will grow so strong as to compel tho 
chamber to adopt a more liberal policy; iu- 
____ 
deed the organization of the manufacturers of ¡puring the very 
paper has already declared that they wish to 
see all duties upon paper abolished not only 
between Austria and Germany but in all other 
countries. 
The manufacturers of railway 
machinery and cars demand that other com­ 
mercial facilities bo afforded them for a 
greater development of their industry and in 
order to enable them to secure outside of the 
Austrian tariff line a market for their pro­ 
duct. 
Similar demands are imi(jo by the 
representatives of a largo number of other 
industries, and the chamber itself is decidedly 
opposed to any increase of the duties upon 
breadstuff*, as such an increase would raise 
the prices of tho most necessary articles of 
consumption of the working class and at. the 
*nme time injuriously affect the labor mar­ 
ket. 
The different boards of trade and the repre­ 
sentatives of the manufacturing interests in 
Vienna express themselves in a similar tone, 
and declare that although they had formerly 
advocated the protection system they now had 
become conscious that it would never secure 
stability to tho fiduciary interests of Austria. 
The protective system in Austria has re­ 
ceived its deathblow, and what is most sig­ 
nificant that it is being assailed in tho house 
of its friends, and by the very class for whose 
benefit it had been inaugurated, and that the 
very men with whose assistance the govern­ 
ment was enabled tn charge upon the people 
these enormous tariffs are the first to turn j 
against it.
